Militia = Te Be Organized. 

By Associated Press. | 

Sr. Lovis, Aug. 21.—The Post Dis- 
patch this aftertivon says a scheme 
is on foot by which the militia of all 
States will be put under national pay 
and supervision. It was started by 
officers of the regular army at the en- 
campment of the State militia at 
Camp Wickham other day, and 
circulars and letters concern- 
ing it are now flying thick and fast 
about the country. It is the most radi- 
cal plan to change the condition of the 
militia of the coantry that has arisen 
since the war. Officers Lieut. Robert 
E. Evans of the Twelfth Infantry and 
Lieutenant Joseph B. Batchelor of 
the Twenty-fourth Infantry gave a 


resume of the plan to the encamp- | 


parison of the standifig of the army 
of the United States witlh those of 
other countries, they uded that 
something toust be done to dignify tif 
militia forces of this country. The 
constitation of the ‘‘Association of 
National Guards of the United States’”’ 
provides that the National Guards of 
the various States are to be enrolled 
in the National Guards of the United 
States, remaining under State control 
in times of peace, but being immedi- 
ately available for National defense in 
case of war. 

The Governor of any State will for- 
ward to the Secretary of War the ap- 
plication of any company of not less 
than sixty men who desire to join the 
association ; each cavalry troop will be 
paid $5,000 the first year it is organ- 
ized and $3,000 for each subsequent 
years. The artillery receivers the 
samme; infantry companies get $1,0.0 
each. 

Lieutenants Evans and Batchelor 
said the organization is to be effected 
by a bill which Congress was to be 
asked to pass at the coming session. 
Petitions are being gotten up in all 
the States and the movement is wide- 
spread, but it has been kept quiet un- 
til it leaked out at Camp Wickham. 
The plan was approved by all the offi- 
cers aid men of the State militia, and 
also by the Adjutant-General at Wick-

SPREADING SEEDS. 


Nature's Methods of Securing Fertile Seeds 
: 


in Good Sell. 

The methods by which seeds are dis 
tributed are most curious and interest- 
ing, says Knowledge. The legume of 
the pea splits along its two margins, 
the two halves falling away from each 
other and throwing off the seeds in 
various directions. The seed cases of | 
the pansy and the violet explode, scat- 
tering the seeds forcibly. 

In the gorse an the broom a sudden 
burst of the pods and a spring-like twist 
of their two halves effectually disperse 
the contents. On sunny July days the 


a eracking sounds produced by the burst- 


ing pericarps may be distinctly heard. 
The mature fruit of Ecballium elater- 
ium separates from its stoc! an cjects 
its seeds with great rapid ty through 
the orifice left by the rupture. The 
sporangia of many ferns (bracken) have 


| ari clastic ring, which is probably in-* 


tended for the enervetic dispersal of the 
spores. In certain pines the scales of 
the cone, when thvuroughly dried by the 
het days of the summer following that 
of its production, open with a jerk, 
forcibly ejecting the winged seeds. 
Frequently a number will burst to- 
gether, and then the sound may be 
heard at a great distance. 

In the expulsion of the seeds of the 
balsam (impatiens) the contact of some 
outside object is of advantage. The 
seed case consists of one cell with five 
valves, and, if touched by aevident 
when ripe, it at once bursts open, the 
valves coiling themselves violently, and 
springing from the stalk, seatter the 
seeds in all directions. In the poppy 
and snapdragon a still larger share of 
the work of releasing the seeds falls to 
an outer agency, for here the pericarp 
consists of a capsule which opens along 
the top by valves that leave small pores 
through which the seeds fall out when 
the capsules are shaken by the wind. 
In all of these various methods of the 
expulsion of seeds it would seem that 
they are due to mechanical causes, and 
depend in most instances (impatiens ex- 
cepted) upon a certain condition of dry- 
ness in themselves, and upon the state 
of the surrounding atmosphere. 

Passing from the modes in which dry 
fruit . consisting of a number of seeds 
env oped in tough pericarps, effect <is- 

ination, we have to consider next 
ue means which obtain among dry 
fruits whose seeds are not collectively 
inclosed in a strong seed case. Here, 
too, we find the foreible ejection of 
seeds. ‘Those of the oat are scattered 
with such energy that on a fine, dry day 
the snapping thus caused is distinctly 
audible. 

But the most curious provision pos- 
sessed by seeds of this class for self- 
dissemination is the hygroscopic awn. 
In the wild oat (aveua fatna), for ex- 
ample, there are attached to the 
glumeclia (a small, leafy structure con- 
nectal with the seed). a spiral awn cov- 
ered with humorous fine hairs, and this 
awn has the power of expanding when 
moist and of contracting when dry. 

Thus the attached seed is constantly 
on the move with the changes in the 
weather, the hairsclingring to any object 
met with, until germination or destruc-

With minute teeth Gwial point towurd its 
apex. ‘The seed, when lying on the 
ground, naturally expands with the 
moisture of the nivht and contracts 
with the dryness of tlhe daly, but, as the 
teeth prevent its moving toward the 
point of the awn, all motion must be in 
the direction of the base of the seed, 
which will thus travel many feet from 
the parent stalk.

It has been suggested that, inas- 
much as there are in every town own- 
ers of a few fruit trees who, though 
desirous of getting as much fruit as 

ible, do not feel warranted in buy- 
ing spraying pumps for such a small 
number of trees even if they had the 
time and knowledge to put it to good 
use, there should be men who make a 
business of spraying during the sum- 
mer season. Such men should be 
conversant with the compoundio 
and use of the various insecticides an 
with the habits of the pests they have 
to combat. The numerous demands 
which. such men would receive for 
their services and the attendant re- 
muneration would certainly make it a 
profitable investment. It is a practi- 
cal idea and should be tested.

| Servants were not honored by any pre- 
fix to their names. They were plain 
John or James. 

The distinctions of rank were also 
preserved by differences in the style 
ami material of dress. But a demo- 
cretic leaven and a desire for fine 
clothes were both at work. They soon 
told wpon the manners of the settlers. 

\V ithin fifteen years of the settlement 
| Of the town men in humble station be- 
| Zan to dress as their betters. Doubtless 
they felt as Pat did, who gave it as his 
Yypinion that “every man was as good 
#s any other man, and a great deal bet- 
ter.’ 

The statute books show that the 
marristrates were sorely troubled, both 
to precorve the traditional distinction 
in dre . and to keep the fashion within 
the b . nds of decorum. 

A) awa not worth two hundred pounds 
was torbidden to wear gold or silver lace 
or buttons or points at the knees. 
| Women whose property did not reach 

two hundred peunds in value were 
ordered not to wear silk, or tiffany 
hoods, or scarfs, or any apparel with 
fny lace on it, gold, silver or thread. 

The general court was plain-spoken 
in giving its reasons for enacting this 
law. It records “‘its utter detestation 
and dislike thatmen * * * of mean 
condition should take upon them the 
garb of gentlemen.” 

The court’s “‘detestation and dislike” 
also extends to “women of the same 
rank,” who wear the garments ‘‘allow- 
able to persons of greater estates or 
more liberal education.”” Such practices 
‘in persons of such condition,’ the court 
judges “intolerable.” 

One cannot help but ask what would 
the general court have done with the 
servants of these days, who not only 
imitate their mistresses’ dresses, but 
sometimes wear them. 

But though “intolerable,” the court 
had to endure not only the leveling 
spirit, but the desire for display. They 
passed laws against ‘slashed clothes,” 
which showed the line underneath, and 
against short sleeves, whereby the 
nakedness of the arm may be discovered. 

But the democratic spirit, aided by the 
women’s fondness for dress, was too 
strong for the legislators to master it. 

They reluctantly acknowledged that 
the colony had outgrown its minority 
and was not to be retained in leading 
strings by abolishing these sumptuary 
laws. fops and-coqnettes thence- 
forth were allowe@ to dress as their 
want of taste should dictate. 


WHO SETS THE FASHIONS. 


The Prince of Wales Credited with Super 
vising the Tollets of His Spouse. 

Although it would be considered a: 
rank treason in England to question ir 
the slightest degréé the reputation fo: 
good taste, chic amd elegance in dres: 
enjoyed by the Pringess of Wales, yet 
says an exchange, the fact remains tha 
it is altogether and entitely undeserved 
The merit of telling the fashion for th« 
fair sex in Great Britain belongs not, as 
is gencrally supposed, to her, but to her 
husband, the prince. The latter’s taste, 
formed as it has been by his intercourse 
with the Comtess de Pourtales, the 
Marquise de Galliffet, the Marquise de 
Castellane and others of the most fa- 
mous grande mondaines at Paris, is 
above reproach. It is he, who amid his 
other multifarious occupations, finds 
time to personally supervise every de- 
tail of the princess’ toilets, and no in- 
novation of dress or coiffure is ever in- 
augurated by her royal’ highness which 
has riot préviously ‘been submitted to 
the approval and received the sanction 
of the prince. The only occasion when 
she was permitted to follow her own 
ideas with regard to dress was while 
her husband was in India, and the re- 
sult was simply appalling, for by birth 
and education she is thoroughly Ger- 
man and her personal taste with regard 
to dress is likewise German. Until she 
married she was entirely ignorant of all 
the delicate elegance of the ‘‘toilette 
intime” of a Parisienne. For a time 


the dress of her three daughters, and in 
eonsequenée, although they are nice 
and pretty girls, they appeared the 
most dowdy and@inelegant young ladies 
in the whole of the United Kingdom.

MANUFACTURING GLOBES. 


Thé first process is to cover the mode] 
with a thick layer of pasteboard ina 
moist state. When it is dry a sharp 
knife is passed around it so as to separ- 
ate the pasteboard coaé into two hemi- 
spherical shells, which are then taken 
off the model and united at the cut 
edges with glue. The hollow sphefe 
thus formed is the skeleton of the giobe 
that is to be. 

The next thing is to cover it witha 
coating of white enamel about one- 
eighth of an inch in thickness. When 
this is done the ball is turned into per- 
fect roundness with a machine. The 


holes in the new globe which serve for 
the north and south poles, and through 
these a metal axis is run to represent 
the axis of the earth. 

Then the surface is marked off with 
pencil lines into mathematical seg- 
ments, corresponding precisely in shape 
with the sections of map that are to be 
pasted on, continues the Boston Tran- 
seript. These map sections are made 
from copper plates in just the sizes and 
shapes required to fit the globe they 
are made for, ove set, of course, cover- 
ing the entire surface of a sphere. They 
are printed, many of them, like dress 
patterns; on Sheets of the finest linen 
paper, and are cut out earefully witha 
sharp-pointed knife. 

When they have been pasted on the 
different countries are tinted by hand 
with water colors. There is no special 


} rule for this,.except that contrasts are 


seught to help the eye. Finally the 
whole is overlaid with a brilliant 
white varnish, which is of almost me- 
tallic hardness, and it will wear indefi- 
nitely without scratching and without 
losing its brightness.
